Seviet citizens resaining in Shanghai. The deadline set for this re-registration 
was extended twice before the registration was closed prior to the district aleoiio': 
at the end of Jamury 1948. Now membership cards, issued during the re-regisw* 
were to be used as personal election credentials to be produced by the bearer e:.c.: 
time an election meeting was held.
